Arabs raid the veto, the Clinton admin- 
istration's first in the : Security Council, 
could torpedo thc MBddk East peace pro- 
cess and had made it nearly certain that 
Arab heads of state would meet in Moroc- 
co later tins month for an emergency sum- 
mit meeting on Jerusalem. 

European Union officials also jumped 
into the fray. Warning that the move could 
delay thfe signing of a key trade pact be- 
tween the EU and Israel. 

The United States was alone in oppos- 


ing titethsotetion, which was supported by 
the 14 other council members. 

Nabil Shaath, head of planning in the 
Palestinian Authority, said in a statement 
that the. Veto was. “a negative decision, 
which may threaten the peace process as a 
whole.” 

But Foreign Minister Shimon Peres of 
Israel played down the vote to reporters in 
Paris as “a lot of noise about a Hltie story.” 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin’s spokes- 
woman said in Israel that “there is satisfac- 
tion” at the outcome 

• Secretary of State Warren M. Christo- 
pher also defended the veto. “The United 
Stales feds a tremendous responsibility to 
protect the peace process,” be told a Sen- 
ate subcommittee Thursday in Washing- 
ton. “It is a very high priority for us. 

“And so we lock the unusual step yes- 


terday of vetoing a resolution in the Unit- 
ed Nations Security Council, our first veto 
in, I believe, about five years, because we 
thought it was so important to protect the 
peace process and prevent institutions out- 
ride that process from taking steps that 
might interfere with it." 

Arab states had already rallied around a 
campaign against Israel’s derision to seize 
the land, and preparations were bring 
made in Morocco lor what would be the 
largest gathering of Arab leaders since Iraq 
invaded Kuwait in 1990. 

“The United Stales has raised the 
stakes,” a diplomat said. “Now I think the 
summit will definitely lake place.” 

Palestinians were betting on the summit 
meeting, called by the Arab League secre- 
tary-general, Esmat Abdel Megirid. to 
come up with a warning to Israel that 


Arabs could freeze the normalization of 
ties unless it reversed its land confiscation 
plans. 

“Israel must understand that normaliza- 
tion cannot take place but under normal 
circumstances," Saeb Erekat, a Palestine 
Liberation Organization negotiator, said 
this week. 

Marwan Kanafani, a spokesman for 
Yasser Arafat, the PLO leader, said that 
the veto was incompatible with interna- 
tional agreements and that Mr. Arafat was 
disappointed about iL 

“The position of America may make the 
United States lose its credibility and the 
trust of the Palestinian people .” he added. 

Israel captured East Jerusalem from Jor- 
dan in 1967, annexed it and then declared 
it part of its united capital. It refuses to 
include the territory among the occupied 


territories. The Palestinians see the old 
Eastern part of Jerusalem as the future 
capital of a Palestinian state. 

At a multilateral peace conference in 
Montreux, Switzerland, Faisal Hussrini, 
who is in charge of Jerusalem’s affairs in 
the Palestinian Authority, said he had 
asked Israel for immediate bilateral talks 
on the future permanent status of Jerusa- 
lem. His request, in effect, advanced the 
peace process timetable agreed to in 1993. 
That timetable calls for talks on Jerusa- 
lem’s status by May 1996. 

“Maybe in one year I’ll find no land to 
talk about,” Mr. Hussrini said. 

In Brussels, EU officials were angered 
and said the veto was a new blow to peace. 
“I think this is outrageous," a senior Euro-

Chirac Vows 
To Maintain 
Strength of 
French Franc 

With Kohl) He Pledges 
‘Common Willingness 9 
For a Single Currency

STRASBOURG — President Jacques 
Chirac dismissed as “absurd” on Thursday 
speculation that he might abandon 
France's strong-franc policy in a bid to 
create jobs, and he said he shared with 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl a “common will- 
ingness” to achieve a single European cur- 
rency. 

Asserting that France and Germany 
were determined to make good on the 
Maastricht treaty commitment to a single

currency, Mr. Chirac said, “It’s out of the 
question that France will have an econom- 
ic and monetary policy that is not in keep- 
ing with those commitments.” 

Mr. Chirac declined to tie himself down 
to any date for a single currency, however, 
and repeated his campaign pledge to make 
employment his top priority. “The new 
French government intends to make the 
fight against unemployment the heart of 
its policy,” he said. 

Despite his pledge, it was unclear wheth- 
er world currency markets would believe 
that the new government in Paris remains 
firmly committed to maintaining the value 
of the franc within the European Mone- 
taiy System. 

While a strong French franc would help 
Paris meet the criteria for a single Europe- 
an currency, Mr. Chirac has said that the 
first realistic date for that step is 1999. 

Currency markets were swept Wednes- 
day by rumors that Mr. Chirac might allow 
the franc to weaken as a way to bolster 
exports and ease France’s 12 ‘percent un- 
employment rate. 

Those rumors were fueled by a report in 
Le Monde that aides to Mr. Chirac were 
urging him to seek a realignment of the 
franc against the Deutsche mark within the 
European Monetary System to allow the 
French currency to drop in value. 

This would go against France’s 10-year- 
old policy of linking the franc to the mark, 
a bond considered the linchpin of a future 
single European currency. 

Mr. Chirac also sought to allay concerns 
that French support for European integra- 
tion might weaken under his leadership 
with a highly symbolic first meeting with 
Mr. Kohl in this Rhine Valley border city. 

“Even if men change,” Mr" Chirac said, 
referring to his succession to Francois Mit- 
terrand as president the day before, "the 
nature of things doesn’t change, and the

BERLIN — Foreign Minister Klaus 
Kinkel, widely blamed for the d ism al polit- 
ical fortunes of his Free Democrats, an- 
nounced Thursday that he would step 
down next month as party chairman. 

Mr. Kinkel said in Bonn, however, that 
he intended to remain in office as foreign 
minister and deputy chancellor in the cen- 
ter-right coalition government headed by 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl since 1982. 

Since assuming the top party post two 


years ago, Mr. Kinkel has watched the 
Free Democrats take a drubbing in 12 of 
14 state and national elections, thrir tradi- 
tional rede as the kingmaker in German 

S clitics becoming ever more tenuous. On 
unday, they were bounced out of two 
more state assemblies after failing to win 
the minimum 5 percent of the vote needed 
lor seats in North Rhine-W estphali a and 
Bremen. 

“The Free. Democrats need a new 
chance through a new beginning after 
some difficult months,” Mr. Kinkel said, 
in announcing he will not be a candidate 
for chairman at the party congress in 


Mainz next month. “I will concentrate all 
my efforts on my position as foreign minis- 
ter.” 

The competing demands of a busy For- 
eign Ministry and a troubled party have 
left Mr. Kinkel badly overmatched, many 
political analysts believe. A career bureau- 
crat who was a political independent until 
1991, Mr. Kinkel succeeded his long-time 
mentor, Hans- Dietrich Genscher, as for- 
eign minister in 1992 and as party chair- 
man in June 1993. 

In December, Mr. Kinkel survived a 
vote of confidence after being heckled by

House Approves Radical Budget Slashing

WASHINGTON — The House ap- 
proved on Thursday an ambitious Repub- 
lican plan to shrink government and bal- 
ance the federal budget by 2002, rejecting 
Democratic complaints that it would exact 
* terrible price <w those on Medicare and 
Other federal programs. 

The proposal would dramatically 
-^inge the face of government, e himn ai- 
i hundreds of federal programs, cutting 
ers and turning stiB more over to the 
states. 

The vote was 238 to 193, largely along 
party lines, to send the measure to the 
Senate. Thai chamber is already working 
on a plan o£its own to eli mi nate deficits by 
2002, the first time that would have hap- 
pened since 1969. . - 

The . House plan calls for nearly 
triUioa in savings over seven years, includ- 
ing $283 billion from Medicare health in- 
surance for the elderly and an additional 


SI 80 billion from Medicaid, the health 
cane program for the poor. 

It also leaves room for the tax rats 
passed last month as part of the Republi- 
can “Contract With America.” 

The proposal survived two days of bitter 
attacks by its Democratic critics nearly 
unscathed. 

The Republican leadership staved off 
three attempts to replace the midget blue- 
print with alternatives, two of them from 
Factions of liberal and conservative Demo- 
crats.

He, like others, said Republicans were 
taking money from “people who are al- 
ready struggling” to give a “$20,000 lax 
cut” to the wealthy. 

The House voted as Senate Republicans 
pushed their own balanced-budget propos- 
al toward the floor and expected passage 
next week. 

Democrats readied a series of amend- 
ments to restore financing for Medicare, 
education and tax cuts for the working 
poor. 

Republicans conceded they were taking 
a political risk in malting the cuts neces- 
sary to balance the budget. “We're playing 
a high-risk game.” said Representative 
Dennis Hasten, Republican of Illinois. 
“We’re trying to do something that hasn’t 
been done here in a long time”

NICE — The thrice-weekly air shuttle 
starting next month between Nice and 
Moscow is just one sign of the changing 
times here on the French Riviera. Real 
estate agents are studying the language of 
Pushkin, beach bars are stocked with Sto- 
Iichnaya, and hotels are hooking up Slavic 
cable channels. 

Once again, the Russians are coming' 

The fabled Mediterranean coastline has 
fascinated Russians since the czars con- 
ducted annual pilgrimages here to cavort 
with other European royals. After Empress 
Alexandra Feodorovna firs' came in 1856 
and built a superb Russian Orthodox 


church. Moscow's prerevolutionary elite 
embraced Nice as their primary refuge 
from the harsh winters and brewing class 
troubles at home. 

Now a new class of wealthy Russians is 
flocking to the area, not only for a dose of 
sea, sun and glamour but also to find a safe 
haven for their money. A record 30,000 
bankers, businessmen and tourists — dou- 
ble the number two years ago — are ex- 
pected to descend on the Ribera this year 
seeking relief from the brutality of modern 
Russia’s climate, corruption and chaotic 
economy. 

For the Riviera’s beleaguered tourist 
trade, the Russian invasion is nothing 
short of salvation. Many of the Americans 
that Monaco’s Princess" Grace once lured 


here have vanished with the shrinking dol- 
lar. Japanese tycoons and Arab sheiks who 
later thronged local beaches and boutiques 
also were scared off by sucker shock after 
suffering serious dents to their pocket- 
books in recent years. 

In their turn, the “emirs of the East” are 
being welcomed with open arms. They 
reserve the plushest hotel suites for weeks 
at a stretch, pay their bills with thick wads 
of $100 bills and make few demands other 
than a well-stocked bar. At the beach of 
the Ruhl casino, waiters remain awestruck 
by a young Russian couple who consumed 
seven bottles of Dom Perignon champagne 
during an afternoon’s sunbathing, peeled

An Embassy as Pawn 

Republican Bill Divides a Host of Old ADies

W ashington — The Repubu- 
caa proposal to move the U.S. 
Embassy in Israel from Tel Aviv 
10 Jerusalem ahead of schedule 
has upset American Jews, pitted traditional 
allies m Congress against each other and put 
Israel's chief American lobby at odds with the 
Israeli government. 

As a result, the bill put forward last week 
by Senator Bob Dole, the majority leader and 
the leading candidate for the Republican 
presidential nomination, faces a more dim- 
cult time in Congress than was first apparent 
ultimately backfire on him. . 

S ition introduced by both Mr. Dole in 
tc and Newt Gingrich, the House 
speaker, for the administration to begin 
breaking ground for a new embassy in Jerusa- 
lem by the end of next year. If that does not 
happen, the bin win cut half the money al- 
ready allocated to the State Department for 
other foreign construction projects. 

While most American politicians support 
moving the embassy eventually. they have left 
the timin g to Israeli and Palestinian negotia- 
tors, who have put the issue off until the final 
stage of their peace talks next year. 

The location of the embassy is sensitive 
because Israelis and Palestinians alike claim 
Jerusalem as their capital. 

Palestinians would regard moving the em- 
bassy now as a statement by the United States 
that it had changed its long-held position and 
had come to support Israel’s claims to all or 
Jerusalem, including the eastern precincts 
captured from Jordan in the 1967 war. 

Senator Dole’s call for breaking ground 
ahead of the negotiators* schedule was a by- 
product of presidential politics in America 
and the politics surrounding the increasingly 
fragile peace effort in the Middle East 
When he announced his proposal on May 8 
to the American Israel Public Affairs Com- 
mittee, the influential Jewish lobbying group 
bolding its annual convention here, Mr. Dole 
received a standing ovation. 


would accomplish just what he deplored in 
1990. It puts Congress in the middle of a 
delicate situation and forces the United States 
to relocate the American Embassy to Jerusa- 
lem unilaterally — regardless of negotiations. 
The move, he said, would have “no impact” 
on the peace effort. 

“In his previous incarnations. Bob Dole 
was not the most Likud-supporting American 
on the Hfli," said Henry Siegman, a former 
director of the American Jewish Congress 
who now works at the Council on Foreign 
Relations. “He was never seen as an unques- 
tioning ally of Israel — but then, he wasn t 
seen as deeply enamored of the C hri stia n - 
values crowd either, until now. 

“Clearly what we have here," Mr. Si egman 
continued, “is not some deep conversion on 
an issue of principle, but post urin g and ma- 
neuvering in the hope that this creates some 
political advantage.”

posed to President Bill Clinton, who resists 
moving the embassy now, “would be laugh- 
able were it not so blatant a play for position- 
ing in the coming primaries." 

The move, one analyst said, may not win 
Mr. Dole any Jewish votes that he would not 
have won otherwise, but it may help inoculate 
him against charges that he has been insensi- 
tive to Israel in the past. 

In 1990, while traveling in the Middle East, 
Mr. Dole referred to Israel as a “spoiled 
child” and proposed a 5 percent reduction in 
American aid to Israel 
In a statement that offended many Jews, he 
said Israel had established control over east 
Jerusalem “by force.” And after a 1990 meet- 
ing with President Saddam Hussein of Iraq, 
Mr. Dole reported to President George Bush 
that the Iraqi was “a leader to whom the 
United Slates can talk." 

That same year, he said on the Senate floor 
that the United States should not unilaterally 
interfere with the future status of Jerusalem. 
Although he had signed a resolution declaring 
Jerusalem the capital of Israel, he was taking 
it back, be said, because such sentiment could 
comfort Arabs “looking for an excuse to 
avoid the broader peace process.”

B UT OTHERS are less persuaded, 
tha t this is so, including Robert Sat- 
loff, who succeeded Mr. Indyk as 
executive director of the Washington 
Institute for Near East Policy. 

“We’ve had constructive ambiguity with an 
embassy in Tel Aviv,” Mr. Satloff said. “We 
can probably main tain constructive ambigu- 
ity with an embassy in Jerusalem.” 

As for most members of Congress, they 
recognize Jerusalem as the capital and they 
want the embassy there. Indeed, 93 of the 100 
members of the Senate recently signed a letter 
to Secretary of State Warren M. Christopher 
that supported moving the embassy by May 
1999. 

By forcing the move ahead of the negotia- 
tors’ timetable, the Dole bill has divided sev- 
eral American Jewish groups, who are now in 
heated competition to lobby members of 
Congress over it . 

Most adamantly in favor of the bill is the 
American Israel Public Affairs Committee. 
“It is the absolute right of every soverogn 
state to designate its own capital” said Neal 
M. Sher, executive director of the group. He 
noted that the United States has based an 
embassy in the capital of every country with 
which it has diplomatic relations, except Isra- 
eL 


Other Jewish groups here have issued state- 
ments in support of the Rabin g overn ment 

and the peace effort and urged Congress to go 

slow. 

I N CONGRESS, the legislation has split 
California’s two Democratic senators, 
both of whom are Jewish. One, Dianne 
Feinstein, opposes Mr. Dole’s effort to 
push up the move, saying it would lead to the 
“collapse" of the peace effort. She is asking 
her Democratic colleagues to withhold sup- 
port and search for an alternative approach. 
But the other senator, Barbara Boxer, sup- 
ports the legislation. 

Similarly, New York’s senators, who have 
in the past worked closely on Israeli issues, 
are now at odds. Alfonse M. D’ Amato, a 
Republican and major backer of Senator 
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Dole’s presidential campaign, favors the bill 
and is the point man working for its passage. 

Daniel Patrick Moymhan, a Democrat, was 
not consulted on. the Dole bill He is officially 
reserving judgment on it, but for someone so 
closely allied with the issue and who has 
sought a consensus on the move to Jerusalem 
for so long, that seems tantamount to oppos- 
ing it. .

WASHINGTON — On Oct. 17, a 
man using the name Joe Kyle put 
down $30 in cash and rented a 5-by- 
1 0-foot storage shed in Council Grove, 
Kansas. The next day, a man driving a 
darit-cdored pick-up truck turned up 
at a Kansas farm cooperative to buy 40 
bags of ammonium nitrate fertilizer. 
He called himself Mike Havens. 

The shed rental and purchase of 
nearly 2,000 pounds (900 kilograms) of 
fertilizer, which may have been used in 
the Oklahoma City bombing, are two 
of the events listed in an FBI affidavit 
to support charges lodged last week 
against Terry L. Nichols, 41, the sec- 
ond man charged. 


The April 19 explosion claimed 167 
lives. 

On Thursday in Oklahoma City, the 
strength of the FBI’s evidence was be- 
ing tested in a makeshift courtroom at 
the El Reno Correctional Institution, 
30 miles (SO kilometers) west of Okla- 
homa Gty. The occasion, was a prelim- 
inary hearing to determine whether 
there was probable cause to support 
the charges brought against Mr. Nich- 
ols and keep him in j ail 

[A federal magistrate found suffi- 
cient cause to bold Mr. Nichols with- 
out bail for further questioning, de- 
spite testimony from an FBI agent that 
phone records may prove he was not in 
Oklahoma City the day of the bomb- 
ing, The Associated Press reported.] 

[The agent, Errol Myers, said under 
questioning that there was some evi- 
dence that telephone calls were made 


by someone with a male voice from 
Mr. Nichols's house on the day of .the 
bombing.] - 

The FBI has been trying frantically 
to strengthen- its cases against Mr. 
Nichols and his army buddy, Timothy 
J. McVeigh, and to deal with unan- 
swered questions about whether others 
were involved in the bombing: 

The affidavit lists receipts and 
bomb-making materials found during 
a search of Mr. Nichols’s home ana 
suggests he began buying bomb-mak- 
ing ingredients in late September 1994 . 
Thereafter, the FBI affidavit indicates, 
he stockpiled them in storage sheds in 
Council Grove and Hermgton, Kan- 
sas, that were rented under false 
names. 

One person at a Council Grove stor- 
age-shed firm has since identified “Joe 
Kyle” as Mr. Nichols. 


But none of the employees of the 
Mid-Kansas Cooperative Association 
in McPherson, Kansas, have been able 
to identify, tile person who bought the 
fertilizer as _Mr. ; N"»chqls or Mr. 
McVeigh. 

According to the FBI affidavit, Mr. 
Nichols rented his first storage died in 
Herington on Sept 22, L994. A man 
using the name “Shawn Rivers” paid 
$80 for a four-month rental through 
Jan. 22, 1995. 

A month later, someone came in tb 
extend the shed rental through May 
22, again paying.$80 cash. 

Mr. Nichols has the told authorities 
that he cleaned out the shed in April. A 
man calling himself “Mike Havens," 
according to the FBI, bought his first 
ton of ammomum'nitrate fertilizer at 
the Mid-Kansas Co-op -in McPherson 
on Sept 30. 

In their search of Mr. Nichols's 


home, the FBI found documents relat- 
ing to rentals of two-story sheas in 
Council Grove.

Government Isn’t So Bad , Americans Say ^

WASHINGTON — In the aftermath of 
' the Oklahoma Gty bombing, a new Wash- 
ington Post-ABC News PoU suggests that 
Americans have rallied in defense of a 
much malign ed target: Big Brother. 

Satisfaction with the federal govern- 
ment is up, the survey found. Anger is 
down. Most of those interviewed said they 
basically trust the government A big ma- 
jority said Americans are too quick to 
criticize. 

In other ways, the survey suggests that 
Americans are re-examining just how an- 
gry they are with the government after 
seeing the tragic consequences of real rage 
in Oklahoma City. 

“The bombing in Oklahoma just opened 
our eyes to what could happen and did 
happen,” said A1 Wendland, 53, a pharma- 
cist m Elgin, Texas. 

“It’s sad, but the nation draws together 
to a certain degree,” said Richard Evans, 
39, an aviation technician in Huntington 
Beach, California. 

At the same tuns, the survey found nar- 
row but deep pockets of rage and suspi- 
cion. Six percent of those interviewed said 
the federal government, remained their 
“enemy.” Nine percent said violent action 
against the government was sometimes 
justified. One in eight said they supported 
the goals and activities of private armed 
militias . 

But those relatively small percentages 
translate into millions of profoundly disaf- 
fected Americans. 

While most Americans express basic 
trust in the federal government, a third 
remain suspicious and nearly 4 in 10 view 
Washington as at least a minor threat to 
their rights and freedoms. A total of 1,01 1 
randomly selected adults were interviewed 


May 10-14 for this poll Margin of sam- 
pling error for the overall results is plus or 
minus 3 percentage points. 

The survey and subsequent interviews 
conducted by Post reporters in Illinois, 
California and Texas found a nation still 
deeply shocked and broadly conflicted by 
last month’s tragedy in Oklahoma Gty. 

The pod found that most Americans still 
love to criticize the federal government, yet

7 out of 10 interviewed also expressed 
broad support for its overall goals and 
activities. 

And while many express deep suspicion 
of government, they fear the armed and 
anti-government militias more. 

“Tm afraid one will flip out and blow up 
a city,” said Tom Esker, 33 a bartender in 
Huntington Beach, California. “Tm not 
afraid the feds will blow up our cities.” 

Last month’s explosion seemed to shat- 
ter at least for the moment the wall of easy 
cynicism that many Americans had built 
between themselves and their government. 
According to the Post-ABC News poll, the 
proportion of Americans expressing satis- 
faction with the federal government has 
shot up from 29 perceot in January to 43 


percent today, while those describing 
themselves as “angry” fell during the same 
period from l6 to 9 percent. 

Overall, 50 percent of those interviewed 
still expressed dissatisfaction with the way 
the federal government operates. But that 
is down from 69 percent m January. 

Many Americans also expressed disnay 
over the relentless anti-government rheto- 
ric. Nearly 6 in 10 — 58 percent — agreed 
with President Bill Ginion’s charge that 
some talk show hosts “spread hateful ideas 
and give the impression that violence is 
acceptable,” with 4 oat of 10 saying this 
was a “serious problem” and an equal 
proportion caning for greater restrictions 
on what people may say on the radio. 

Likewise, three-quarters of those inter- 
viewed agreed that “people in this country 
are too quick to criticize the federal gov- 
ernment/^ view^b d d even by a majority 

the government 

Many Amen cans, however, appear to 
dismiss any suggestion that such conflict- 
ing views are necessarily contradictory. 

In fact, many of those surveyed said the 
right to criticize the government — some- 
times harshly and even unfairly —was one 
of this country’s greatest strengths. But not 
if the words become action. 

Others see criticism of government as a 
reaction to the serious problems facing the 
country, problems that increasingly seem 
to be beyond the ability of government to 
solve. 

“If you’re the federal government you're 
gang to get criticized,” Mr. Wendland 
said. “It’s just human nature when things 
go bad to try to point the finger at some- 
body and say this is why we’re having all 
these problems. Criticism of the federal 
government is just apart of life:”

SAN DIEGO — A former U.S. soldier stole a 63-ton army 
tank and rampaged through several neighborhoods, flattening 
utility poles, fire hydrants and rows of cars before getting 
stuck on a concrete freeway divider. The police fatally shot 
the mail as he tried to dislodge the tank. 

. More than 20 police cars pursued the tank at times, sirens 
w aiting, as it careered wildly along busy freeways. 

No by stand ers were injured. The tank’s weapons, a I05mm 
rannnn, 17 . 7 mm anti-aircraft gun and 7.62mm machine gun, 
were not loaded, said Major Ed Gale of the National Guard. 
The M-60 rank was taken from a National Guard armory. 

The driver was identified as. Shawn Nelson. 35. an unem- 
ployed plumber who had trained as a tank crew member in 
the UU. Army and had served m Germany. 

Neighbors said Mr. Nelson’s life had been crumbling. His 
homem San Diego was apparently in foreclosure, his utilities 
had been shut off, he had broken up with his gfrUFriend and he 
suffered from chronic medical problems. Neighbors said he 
had talked about suicide. 

• But -witnesses said that as he drove the tank, Mr. Nelson, 
whose head was sticking through the hatch much of the time, 
was smiling and laughing. “The expression on his face was: 
’Hot, Fm having fun,* ” a witness said. 

- The authorities were unsure how he managed to steal the 
tank from the armory, where 10 were stored. After the tank 
smashed through an armory gate about 6:45 F.M. Wednes- 
day, it rumbled through quiet suburban neighborhoods. San 
Diego Gas & Electric officials said the tank bowled over 
power lines, knocking out electricity to about 5,100 custom- 
ers. It plowed into at least 40 cars and a trailer home. 

Finally, four officers leaped onto the tank and opened the 
batch with bolt cutters as it rocked bade and forth on top of a 
concrete road divider. They shouted at Mr. Nelson to surren- 
der, but he tried to get the tank moving again. 

One shot was fired, and Mr. Nelson was hit in the neck, a 
police spokesman said. The police said they shot him because 
they feared he would take the tank into the northbound lanes 
of the highway and endanger traffic. , ( AP. Reuters )

Apologizes for Remarks

WASHINGTON — Backing 
away from its defense of a re- 
cent fund-raising letter that de- 
scribed federal agents as “jack- 
booted thugs,” the National 
Rifle Association has offered an 
apology. 

“I really feel bad about the 
fact that the words in that letter 
have been interpreted to apply 
to all federal law enforcement 
officers," Wayne LaPierre, the 
association’s executive vice 
president, said in a telephone 
interview from Phoenix. 

“If anyone thought the inten- 


tion was to paint all federal law 
enforcement officials with the 
same broad brush. I'm sorry, 
and I apologize.” Mr. LaPierre 
said Wednesday. 

His apology came after a 
week of steadily mounting criti- 
cism of the lobbying group. 

It began May 10 when former 
President George Bush resigned 
from the association to protest 
Mr. LaPieire’s comments in the 
fund-raising letter. Early this 
week, President Bill Clinton 
joined the critics and praised 
Mr. Bush for his action. 
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Wanted Photo Doesn’t Match, but Cult Official Is Seized

TOKYO — The police arrested a 
key member of the Aum Shinrikyo 
religious sect Thursday who had been 
wanted on kidnapping charges, and 
they found that he had undergone fa- 
cial surgery to change his appearance. 

The police picked up Takeshi Ma- 
ts umoto on a Tokyo street- Wanted 
posters with Mr. Matsumoto's picture 
are posted throughout Japan, but he 
did not much resemble the photo. 

With his arrest, there are expected to 
be fewer concerns about terrorist 
strikes in retaliation for the detention 
of the cult's leader, Shoko Asahara. 
Only a few Aum members on wanted 
lists remain at large. 

Surgery on Mr. Matsumoto's eyes 
and a different haircuL had changed 
his appearance. The skin of his finger- 
tips had been sliced off so that he 


would not leave fingerprints to match 
those in police records. 

The police have not said whether 
Mr. Matsu moio is a suspect in the 
March 20 nerve gas attack on the To- 
kyo subway system. Forty-one other 
Aum members have been arrested or 
are being sought in connection with 
the attack, which killed 12 people and 
injured 5,500. 

Mr. Matsu meto has been on a na- 
tionwide wanted list for nearly two 
months for kidnapping, and he was the 
best-known Aum official still on the 
run. 

Mr. A Sahara, who is suspected of 
masterminding the subway attack and 
planning a virtual war a gains t the Jap- 
anese government, was transferred to a 
court Thursday under extraordinarily 
tight security. The judge allowed pros- 
ecutors to hold Mr. Asabara for 10 
more days of questioning before 

char ging him. 

Mr. Asahara, who was arrested 
Tuesday morning, is said to have de- 


clared his innocence in the subway 
attack but refused to submit to interro- 
gation. 

Some other Aum members in jail are 
meditating regularly and trying to fast 
as part of their religious training, but 
Mr, Asahara is not following their 
lead, according to accounts published 
in the Japanese press. 

Some Aum officials appear to be 
giving detailed statements to the Japa- 
nese police, and the comments indicate 
that Mr. Asahara played a central role 
in the production and use of nerve gas, 
according to Japanese news reports. 

Mr. Matsumoto was wanted in con- 
nection with the kidnapping of a nota- 
ry clerk early this year. The clerk, 
Kiyoshi Kariya, was abducted from a 
Tokyo street earlier this year after he 
opposed plans by his sifter to donate 
family property to Aum. 

The Mainichi Shimbun, a national 
daily, has reported that an Aum doctor 
in police custody has confessed that 
Mr. Kariya was taken to the Aum 


headquarters, injected with truth se- 
rum and interrogated. An Aum doctor 
was preparing to execute Mr. Kariya 
with a lethal injection but found that 
he had already died, the Mainichi re- 
ported. 

The Asahi Shimbun imported Thurs- 
day that Aura's intelligence chief pos- 
sessed explosives that could have been 
used in a car bomb, and may have been 
planning another terrorist attack. The 
intelligence chief, Yoshihiro Inouc. 
who is also suspected of leading the 
nerve gas attack on the subway, was 
arrested Sunday. 

The Asahi also reported that during 
the police search on Tuesday for Mr. 
Asahara, the authorities found a hid- 
den underground chamber with 275 
metal drums of phosphorus trichl<> 
ride, a key ingredient of sarin nerve 
gas. The police had earlier found huge 
stockpiles of various che mi c als , but 
this underground warehouse bad elud- 
ed them. 

The police are continuing their 


searches of Aum buildings, and on 
Wednesday they found further materi- 
als that c 8 " be used to* make explo- 
sives, as well as equipment to make 
fake drivers’ licenses. Aum operated a 
video rental store, and the police sus- 
pect that it used data from customers 
to forge drivers’ licenses for use by wilt 
members engaged in criminal activi- 
ties. 

Japanese news organizations also re- 
ported Thursday that a former Aum 
official had confessed to the police 
that the sect was responsible for the 
disappearance of a lawyer and his fam- 
ily in 1989. 

The lawyer, Tsutsumi Sakamoto, 
who had handled suits against the cult, 
disappeared along with his wife and 
year-old child. 

According to press reports, the for- 
mer Aum official said that a squad of 
senior sect members had drugged the 
Sakamoto s and had taken them back 
to the cult’s headquarter. 


A Maid 9 and Luck, 
Averted 2d Disaster

TOKYO — The nerve gas attack in March got all the 
attention. But if it had not been for an alert cleaning woman, 
Japan might have suffered an even worse poison gas attack 
early this month. 

The police said the woman, who was not identified, noticed 
a couple of plastic bags beside a toilet in a men's rest room in 
Shinjuku Station, one of the busiest subway stations in 
Tokyo. She picked them up and put Lhem beside the door for 
disposal later. 

In fact, the bags were a sophisticated chemical weapon, set 
to produce cyanide gas — enough to kill, in theory, 10,000 
people. 

The cleaning woman apparently jiggled the bags in such a 
way that she disrupted the automatic trigger mechanism. 
When they burst into flames a bit later, that evening of May 5. 
the tire was small enough (hat the police were able to put it 
out in time, to avoid a chemical reaction that would have 
produced cyanide gas. 

The police are investigating the case as attempted murder. 
For now, there is no evidence linking it to Aum Shinrikyo. the 
religious sect whose leaders were arrested Tuesday on murder 
andotber charges arising from the March 20 nerve gas attack, 
which killed 12 people and injured 5,500. 

The police reported the attack a day after it happened, but 
it was not clear then how close Tokyo came to a major 
disaster. It now seems that only luck averted a catastrophe. 

The cyanide device was placed near a rest room vent with a 
fan that is piped to a subway platform, several Japanese news 
organizations reported. Vents in other rest rooms go to the 
ground outside, where gas would be dispersed and hurt fewer 
people, so it appears that the terrorists may have had special 
knowledge of the station's ventilation system. 

The cyanide would have been produced if sodium cyanide, 
in one plastic bag, had mixed with sulfuric acid, in the other. 
The automatic trigger produced only a small fire that burned 
through just one bag by the time police arrived. 

The two kilograms (4.4 pounds) of fresh sodium cyanide 
used would have produced about one kilogram of cyanide gas 
— enough theoretically to kfll 10.000 people, according to 
Tadashi Miyasaki, a chemistry professor at Shows University. 

Sulfuric add is easy to obtain in Japan, but the sale of 
sodium cyanide is restricted, and chemists said it would be 
quite difficult to obtain two kilograms of it. 

The police have recovered a stockpile of sodium cyanide 
from the headquarters of Aum Shinrikyo.

New Delhi May Ease Its Grip on Ka s h m ir

NEW DELHI — A week af- 
ter India's hold on the disputed 
Kashmir region was shaken by 
the destruction of the state's 
most revered shrine, the govern- 
ment of Prime Minister P. V. 
Narasunba Rao appeared to 
have moved closer to offering 
its Muslim majority a degree of 
political autonomy short of in- 
dependence. 

The possibility of returning 
to Kashmir at least some of the 
autonomy that India began to 
erode in the early 1950s has 
been under discussion within 
the Rao government for 
months. 

But the inferno that razed the 
shrine at Charar-i-Sbarief in the 
Kashmir Valley a week ago, 
along with most of the homes of 
the town's 20,000 residents, 
seems to have strengthened 
those in the government who 
favor political concessions to 
the Muslim insurgents who 
have fought Indian troops in 
Kashmir since 1990. 

The strongest hints of a new 
policy have come from Mr. 
Rao, whose government was 
thrown into turmoil by the de- 
struction of the 535-year-old 
shrine, and by Muslim mili- 
tants' assertions, denied by the 
Indian Army, that it was the 
army that set the fires that gut- 
ted Charar-i-Sharief. 

Mr. Rao has seemed keen to 
emphasize his government's 
readiness for a new dialogue 
with Kashmiri Muslims, and, 
ultimately, for a political com- 
promise.

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by the government in recent 
months had spoken of indepen- 
dence in a way that suggested 
they might accept “something 
less which we can give or con- 
rider." 

The Indian leader added that 
the constitution was “flexible 
and imaginative enough" to 
embody changes that would 
give Kashmir a degree of auton- 
omy. 

The state government had 
wide authority in the early years 
after independence in 1947 but 
lost much of it in a clash with 
the New Delhi government in 
19S3. Although it continued to 
have a special constitutional 
status, the state came progres- 
sively under New Delhi's con- 
trol, and Iosl political authority 
altogether with the imposition 
of direct rule by the central gov- 
ernment in 1990. 

Muslim leaders in Kashmir 
have said (he state's future 
should be decided in a plebi- 
scite supervised by the United 
Nations. But India has rejected 
that option for decades, and 
Mr. Rao underscored the limits 
of New Delhi's flexibility by 
telling a magazine that India 
will never countenance the 
state’s secession. 

“Our basic policy towards 
Kashmiris clear and firm," Mr. 
Rao said in an interview pub- 


lished Wednesday in the news 
magazine India Today, "Kash- 
mir is an integral part and par- 
cel of India. The accession was 
final” 

The reference was to the doc- 
ument signed in October 1947 
by Kashmir’s Hindu ruler, Ma- 
haraja Hari Singh, under which 
he agreed that Kashmir should 
become part of India, 
accession was never 
by Pakistan, winch has hdd a 
third of Kashmir since 1947 and 
demanded, that the Muslim ma- 
jority in the IndiaD -ruled pan 
of the state should be given the 
choice, in a plebiscite, ofjcnnmg 
Pakistan. 

If Mr. Rao decides to offer 
wider powers to Kashmir, he 
wiQ have to walk a political 
tightrope. Many in the govern- 
ing Congress (I) Party oppose 
concessions, seeing them as a 
first step toward a dangerous 
weakening of India.

Leaves a Million Homeless

DHAKA, Bangladesh — A 
massive rescue effort was 
launched in Bangladesh on 
Thursday after a rainstorm 
sweeping the country for three 
days killed neariy 100 people 
and left more than 100 others 
missing, officials said. 

Rescuers fanned out across 
the devastated areas after the 
rain stopped Wednesday night 
and winds eased. 

Relief officials said that 
about one million people were 
left homeless in 12 seriously af- 
fected districts. 

Relief officials said the three- 
day storm caused severe dam- 
age to property and crops, but a 
full account cxnild take. several 
days. 

They said many islands were 


still cut off and might have suf- 
fered extensive losses. 

. Mere than 40 people on Urir- 
cfaar island were washed into 
the Bay of Bengal on Wednes- 
day and at least 45 others died 
when two femes capsized. Otlf 
as died when their houses col- 
lapsed, the police said. 

“We don't think any erf the 
missing islanders & alive,” said 
an official from the coastal di&r 
trict of Noakhali . 

The Storm flattened nearly 
30,000 shanty homes along tbe 
coast and on the islands; 
breached flood embankments, 
and flooded roads between.

Top cabinet posts went either 
to Chirac loyalists, including 
Jacques Toubon, . who was 
named as justice minister with 
the rank of No. 2 in the cabinet, 
or else to center-rightists 
deemed unlikely to challenge 
the tightly knit Gaullist pair at 
the top. 

The most important are For- 
eign Minister Herve de Char- 
ette and Defense Minister 
Charles Millon. Both are cen- 
trists whose presence provides 
reassurance about sharing pow- 
er among the main conservative 
factions and about continuity - 
in French attitudes toward Eu- 
ropean integration. 

Both men earned their cabi- 
net jobs by coming out early in 
support of Mr. Chirac’s presi- 
dential bid, but neither has sig- 
nificant international experi- 
ence. The junior minister to 
handle European affairs will be 
Michel Banner, a Ga ullis t. 

The new government in- 
cludes a record 12 women, all in 
junior positions with the excep- 
tion of Health Minister Elisa- 
beth Hubert

Harold G. Deutsch, Dies, 
World War II Historian

NEW YORK — Harold 
Charles Deutsch, 90, a retired 
University of Minnesota histo- 
rian who wrote extensively on 
World War II, the German mil- 
itary and postwar Europe, died 
of kidney failure Sunday at his 
home in White Bear Township, 
Minnesota. 

Mr. Deutsch's familiarity 
with Europe went back to the 
1920s and 1930s when he stud- 
ied at the University of Paris, 
the University of Vienna and 
the University of Berlin. He 1 
joined the Minnesota faculty in 
1929 and retired in 1972. 

During that period he spent 
10 years in Europe, becoming 
fluent in German and French. 
He served overseas in World 
War II as head of research for 
the Office of Strategic Services, 
a forerunner of the CIA. 

Shortly before he died, he fin- 
ished work as editor and con- 
tributor to a book, “What If: 
The Might-Have-Beens of 
World War EL" The university 
said h is expected to be pub- 
lished this summer. 

He is also author of “The 
Conspiracy Against Hitler in 
the

Crisis, January- June 1938.

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Gondoliers Sing the Blues 


Venice Canal Cleanup Is Hurting Business

VENICE — It has been al- 
most 50 years since Venice 
last cleaned its canals, and 
the dirt and smell were begin- 
ning to get out of hand, as 
when any housecleaning is 
put off too long. 


Venetians themselves, typi- 
t the 


cally defensive about the 
city’s periodic and character- 
istic bad odor, had to admit 
that the smell was a bit 
strong, particularly in the 
back canals where at low tide 
there was only 15 inches of 
water, sloshing over six feet 
of mud. 

In some neighborhoods, 
ihe mud was so high that fire 
and ambulance boats 
couldn't get through. Even 
gondoliers were unable to get 
their sleek black vessels 
through the muck. 

Yet, now that the city has 
begun dredging its internal 
waterways, who is complain- 
ing? The gondoliers of course, 
whose livelihood depends on 
the canals and on the tourists 
who pay about S75 for a balf- 
hour glide through darkened 
waters. 

“It is a tragedy for those of 
us who work this job," said 
Slefano, 36, a gondolier who 
refused to give his last name. 
He berths his gondola in a 
quail canal near the opera 
house, Teatro La Fenice, 
where the city has already 
blocked off several sections 
of canals for dredging.

daily scouring by tidal waters. 

Fulvio Scarpa, leader of 
the city’s 403 gondoliers, said 
they still insist on reopening 
the canals around La Fenice 
by May 30, or else they will go 
ahead with plans to block off 
10 canals. “And if that 
doesn't work, we will end up 
closing off the Grand Canal," 
he said.

Dirty c anals are the least 
romantic of Venice's prob- 
lems. Several years ago, the 
world responded with alarm 
to reports that the dty was 
sinking , but that threat sub- 
sided after industries on the 
mainland were ordered to 
protect the water table. 

The elaborate S5 billion 
Moses project a flexible sea- 
wall with a series of flap gates 
that would stretch along the 
lagoon and block high tides 
from reaching the dty, has 
been put on hold, awaiting 
further study. 

After they drain the canals 
of water, the next task is to 
get rid of the mud which is 


expected to pile up to a whop- 
ping 500 cubic meters (17,660 
cubic feet). When Venice Iasi 
cleaned its canals, in the 
1950s, the mud was dumped 

in the lagoon. 

Now, “with new environ- 
mental laws in force, it must 
be separated and catalogued 
with the most polluted pan 
sent to the treatment plant 
and the least polluted des- 
tined to shore up two islands 
in the lagoon, including San 
Michele, which is Venice's 
cemetery. 

Dredging finally began in 
October, starting in the La 
Fenice neighborhood where a 
mile of canals is being 
drained in 100-yard sections. 

Over the next 20 years, 
Venice hopes to drain and 
clean all 30 miles of its inter- 
nal waterways, but Giovanni 
Sandri, who heads the city’s 
technical office, said the cost 
of finishing the job would be 
10 times the budgeted 
amount. 

“In general terms, there 
has never been so radical an 
intervention in the city ca- 
nals," Mr. Sandri said “It is 
not just a cleaning. We have 
to take out the mud, reinforce 
the foundations of the build- 
ings, public and private, and 
modernize the sewer system." 

Under a formula that dates 
back to the republic, the city- 
pays 75 percent of the cost of 
reinforcing foundations of 
private houses. 

Venice's sewerage is a 
touchy matter, since there are 
no pipes linking the old part 
of the dty to its treatment 
plant 

Most palazzos have their 
own septic tanks, but there is 
a certain amount of seepage 
— the city engineers estimate 
10 to 20 percent — which 
explains much of the spussa, 
the word for stench in the 
Venetian dialect 

Venetians insist this partic- 
ular smell is no more un- 
healthy than the smog and 
pollution of automobile- 
dogged dues. 

“I must demythologize the 
smell of Venice,” Sandri said. 
“The bad smell happens only 
a few times, when it is very 
hot and the pressure is low. 
and it is not tragic."

T hink of yourself on the 
highway. It’s dark. You’re 
in a hurry. No traffic. You 
squeeze on the gas. Suddenly, 
out of nowhere, directly in front 
of you, looms the terrifying 
back of a huge truck. You slam 
on the brakes, spin the wheel, 
swerve, pray. Anything to keep 
from colliding.” This is a de- 
scription by a young stutterer of 
how it feels to suddenly en- 
counter a stutter-inducing 
word. 

Some 2.5 million Americans 
and 55 million people world- 
wide stutter. The disorder, 
which afflicts men four times as 
frequently as it does women, 
typically emerges between the 
ages of 2 and 7, when the child 
begins to perfect muscle co- 
ordination and language skills. 

Once established, the disor- 
der varies greatly in expression. 
Some stutterers are at their 
worst with strangers, others 
with intimates; some stutter 
more when in conversation, 
others when reading aloud. The 
most taxing experiences for al- 
most all of them involve speak- 
ing on the telephone, saying 
their own name or carrying out 
introductions.

Protest in New Zealand 


"WELLINGTON, New Zea- 
land — About 150 Maori activ- 
ists abandoned a protest in the 
town of Wanganui and 
marched peacefully from a pub- 
lic garden they had occupied 
and claimed as ancestral land. 

Faced with a court-ordered 
C eviction notice, the protesters 
ended their 1 1 -week occupation 
of a memorial garden to white 
colonists who fought Maori 
tribesmen 130 years ago. 

But the land grievances, sov- 
ereignty gi»inns and economic 
disparities that sparked the pro- 
test are issues that will not go

The Clinton administration’s desire to 
pry open Japan’s closed automobile mar- 
ket is understandable. But Bill Clinton's 
decision to impose 100 percent tariffs on 
Lexus, infini ti and other luxury imports 
is mistaken and unnecessary. It seems 
designed more to mend the president's 
relations with American unions than to 
restive trade differences with Japan. 
American sanctions violate the trade ac- 
cord that the United States signed with 
more than J00 trading partners last year. 
Flouting international law betrays Amer- 
ica’s historic role as a defender of open 
trade conducted under fair rules that are 
honored by countries large and small. 

The United Stales complains that the 
structure of Japan's auto market and reg- 
ulatory barriers obstructs imports and 
nullifies Japan's trade commitments. But 
this valid complaint should be taken to 
the new World Trade Organization, 
which was created with U.S. support to 
help untang le this kind of trade dispute. 

The two countries have already re- 
solved many of their disagreements. Ja- 
pan agreed to open more dealerships to 
UJS- manufacturers and to dismantle reg- 
ulatory burdens, including costly inspec- 
tions of imported auto parts. But the 
Japanese government r emains unwilling 
to pressure manufacturers like Toyota to 
buy more U.S. parts for their new models. 

The United States should noi demand 
that any government, even the Japanese, 
manage private industry. The basis for 
the U.S. demand — that Toyota and 
other man ufacturers turn to local suppli- 


ers without giving U.S. companies a fair 
shot — is weak. After all, Toyota has a 
perfect right to tie itself even more rigidly 
to its suppliers, even through merger, 
without fear of violating any trade princi- 
ples. It is hard to imagine the U.S. gov- 
ernment telling General Motors and oth- 
er U.S. manufacturers that they cannot 
produce many of their own parts. 

Japan has vowed to haul the United 
States before the WTO for imposing uni- 
lateral sanctions. Japan will almost surely 
win the case and authorization to retali- 
ate. It could then impose sanctions 
against UJ>. exports like computers, soft- 
ware or aircraft. At that point the trade 
war would threaten the jobs of Ameri- 
cans in ways that the initial sanctions on 
high-priced Japanese autos do not. 

The new U.S. tariffs will not go into 
effect until next month. By then. Japan 
may accept the U.S. demands. But even if 
it does, the Climon strategy would be 
shortsighted. If the United States ig- 
nores its fair trade obligations, other 
countries wiJ] surely follow. Imposing 
sanctions also risks rupturing relations 
with a country which shares important 
security interests with A*" ica. 

Having started down lue wrong road. 
President Clinton can still turn back by 
pocketing the agreements on dealerships 
and parts inspections and declaring vic- 
tory. He could then refer remaining is- 
sues to the WTO. That way there would 
be neither a trade war nor bruised rela- 
tions with an important ally.

Don’t Strand the Poor 


There are two dangers in the budget 
debate that moves now to the House and 
Senate floors. The first is that the under- 
lying effort to reduce the deficit to some 
manageable level over the next however 
many years will fail The second danger is 
that Congress will pursue the goal of a 
lower deficit, bnt do so mainly at the 
expense of the least well-off Americans, 
those most in need of help. 

The debate these next few days will be 
heavily about Medicare. The Republi- 
cans propose large cuts in the program. 
The present cost trends are indeed unsus- 
tainable; as die Republicans have useful- 
ly begun at last to point out. And the 
program needs to be reformed. But you 
need not fear for its survival any more 
than for the survival of the other broad 
middle-class programs, from Social Secu- 
rity to school lunch, which the Democrats 
also made a show of protecting a couple 
of weeks ago. The constituencies will see 
to that — in the case of Medicare, the 


dderiy and disabled seventh of the popu- 
lation who receive the care itself; the 


hospitals and doctors that receive the 
fees; the families of the recipients who 
would have to pay the fees if the govern- 
ment did not So Medicare is not the part 
of the budget in greatest jeopardy, and 
that is because it is not just a program for 
supplicants. The entire society looks to it. 

The programs to help poor people who 
are straggling to make ends meet are 
something else again. They lack anything 
like comparable support There are five 
big ones. Food stamps provide an implic- 
it national income floor and now reach a 


tenth of the population. The eamed-in- 
come tax credit puts a further, higher 
floor under mainly the working poor and 
near-poor with children. Medicaid, the 
costliest of the welfare programs, pro- 
vides health insurance for welfare and 
other low-income women and children, 
and it supplements Medicare for the 
needy elderly and disabled (particularly 
by paying for long-term care and pre- 
scription drugs). Then there are cash as- 
sistance programs for welfare mothers 
and the elderly and disabled without oth- 
er means. About a fourth of the poor also 
have some part of their rent paid through 
public or other subsidized housing. 

Each of these programs has well- 
known, serious problems. The argument 
is not that they should somehow be ex- 
empt from reform; they should not be. 
Nor is it that they should be exempt from 
budget cutting. The Medicaid growth rate 
in particular needs to be controlled in a 
way that it now is hol But Congress needs 
to be careful that in reforming these pro- 
grams and containing their costs it does 
not retreat from the basic federal obliga- 
tion to help the poor. Converting the pro- 
grams to block grants would limit federal 
responsibility and shift to state and local 
governments a financial burden greater 
than they can likely bear. The budget 
resolutions likewise presume a Medicaid 
growth rate that is unrealistically low, just 
as the present one is unsustainably high. 

It is essential to narrow the deficit It is 
also essentia] — and possible — io do so 
without stranding those most in need.

Halting tiie Spread of a Killer Global Economic Governance 


Despite assurances of international 
health officials that the Ebola outbreak 
remains remote from population outside 
erf Zaire, the spread of this killer from the 
town of Kikwit to several nearby villages 
renews questions about the world's capaci- 
ty to stop catastrophic epidemics. Indeed, 
with the possbility that human or animal 
hosts might carry deadly viruses across not 
only borders but oceans, any local out- 
break poses a far-reaching question: How 
can global breakouts be thwarted? 

Stopping an invisible agent is a tall 
order, especially in a nation such as Zaire 
that is snort of the resources, medical and 
otherwise, needed to deal efficiently with 
infections. In the United States, the Public 
Health Service Act gives authorities broad 
powers to institute quarantines. According 
to the federal Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, stations in major ports of 
entry may isolate and contain individuals 
who arrive with obvious signs of infection. 

That is good, but ii is not enough. 
Nations need better help in attacking 
viruses where they spring up. That lakes 
funding, plus vigilance by both the inter- 
national medical community and local 
authorities. Later this year the World 
Health Organization will convene a con- 
ference to discuss, among other things, 
tightening quarantine standards. There is 
clearly a role for the United Slates in the 
matter of international epidemics.

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Ex- Yugoslavia: Seek Compromise and Stop Faking 


P ARIS — Nobody knows what to do 
about the unending war in ex-Yugo- 
slavia, so once again the intervention 
powers are passing the buck and waiting 
tor something to turn up. 

At this point, that means looking to the 
new French government of President Jac- 
ques Chirac and Prime Minister Alain 
Juppfe. France has contributed the most 
troops to the United Nations force and 
taken a high share of its casualties. As 
foreign minister until this week, Mr. Jupp& 
has been the most vocal Western leader in 
insisting that the status quo is intolerable. 

It has been tolerated all this time, how- 
ever, because all the contemplated op- 
tions look so bad. The United Nations 
has reached the point where it refuses its 
military commander's request for NATO 
air retaliation after even the mdst outra- 
geous provocation for fear of further at- 
tacks by the belligerents. 

The Sarajevo siege has been intensified 
again.

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Wake Up, OECD: Concerted Development Assistance Isn’t Optional 


N EW YORK — When the 
OECD Council of Ministers 
meets in Paris next week, the min- 
isters should look beyond their 
own problems and consider how 
the rich can revitalize their com- 
mitment to the poor, before crises 
multiply around the world. 

The poorer countries do not 
need more “foreign aid” of the 
Cold War variety, bnt they do 
need development assistance, and 
more of it. OECD development 
assistance has now declined for 
two years in a row. 

Two widely believed myths 
need to be dispelled if this trend is 
to be reversed. 

The first is that the developing 
world is doing rather well, on the 
whole. The second is that to the 
extent that some countries are not 
in good shape, and some are obvi- 
ously not, it is basically their own 
fault These countries should get 
their policies straight — including

Makings of Doom at 8 Cents a Pound

C AMBRIDGE, Massachu- 
setts — It takes a great 
deal of fertilizer to feed the 
world. Ammonium nitrate, 
made by the millions of tons 
out of air and water, and readi- 
ly available in farm supply 
stores, is equally serviceable as 
an explosive and a plant food. 

It was sold without question 
in the United States until the 
federal building was bombed 
in Oklahoma City. Now vic- 
tims of that bombing have sued 
the manufacturer of the ammo- 
nium nitrate, asking why, since 
it can be rendered harmless.

spite the carnage, this cor- 
nucopia of destructive potential 
flows on. Ten dollars buys all 
the ammonium nitrate you can 
carry. It can cost more to rent a 
truck than to build a bomb. Last 
year more than 4 billion pounds 
was legally sold in the United 
States — enough for literally a 
million explosions as powerful 
as the one that shattered the 
federal building. 

Global control of explosives 
made from just air, water and 
energy is a problem that securi- 
ty analysts are templed to toss 
on the too-hard pile. 

But the American supply of 


ammonium nitrate could be de- 
fused by following Britain and 
Germany, where only blended 
fertilizers are sold. Tbe produc- 
ers put in inert potassium and 
phosphorus compounds to 
make the ammonium nitrate 
content unexplodable. 

Europe learned the bard way. 
In 1921 a multimillioa-poiind 
detonation obliterated the 
Rhineland town of Oppau, kill- 
ing 560. From Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, where some 3,400 died, 
to Texas Gty (about 1,200 
dead) memories still linger of 
the shiploads that exploded. But 


despite heroic efforts to halt 
prolife 


proliferation of weapons of 
mass destruction, the shipping 
of ammonium nitrate continues. 

It should worry regulators of 
nuclear materials and nerve gas 
that at 8 cents a pound an atom 
bomb's worth of explosive yield 
is appallingly cheap — Hiroshi- 
ma and Nagasaki Tor half the 
price of a small corporate jeL 

In the absence of constant 
vigilance, any terrorist organi- 
zation with enough money 
could load an aging supertank- 
er with a quarter-megaton of 


ammonium nitrate and fuel oiL 

Cold War reflexes die hard. 
A real danger resides in the 
thousands of barges and train- 
loads of ammonium nitrate 
that ply America’s waterways 
and rails unguarded every year. 
There is little to prevent them 
from being hijacked and to de- 
fend the cities they transit Last 
year enough detonating cord 
was stolen to set off thousands 
of tons of ammonium nitrate 
and fuel oil. 

Farming methods change 
slowly, but other nitrogen fer- 
tilizers already compete with 
ammonium nitrate and could 
displace it entirely. The De- 
partment of Agriculture, which 
has agents at the county level, 
could assist by deploying tag- 
gants — trace elements or lay- 
ered particles that can be put in 
fertilizer and can be read like 
bar codes to connect terrorists 
to the source of the fer tilizer .

Address Japan at the WTO, Together

B RUSSELS — The United 
Stales has finally decided to 
act on its trade problems with 
Japan. It is right to act wrong in 
the action it has chosen. 

If the Japanese choose to work 
extremely hard for material re- 
wards much smaller than those of 
their counterparts in the West 
they can hardly be blamed. It is 
not for those whose economic 
problems are caused by living be- 
yond their means to attack those 
who choose to live below them. 

Nor can Japan reasonably be ' 
reproached for running a trade 
surplus with the United States. 
In a multilateral trading world of 
free-enterprise economies any 
country will run a pattern of sur- 
pluses and deficits. To impose 
some iron rule that neither 
should exceed a certain limit is 
mercantilism gone mad. 

The real problem with Japan — 
and where Washington is entirely 
right — is that the Japanese, by a 
range of devices such as carteliza- 
tion, testing standards and pri- 
vate arrangements between com- 
panies, restrict imports. 

Japan has derived great bene- 
fits from the massive reduction of 
world trade barriers in the last 
half-century. In so far as these 
have reflected hard work and 
good management, Japan has 
fully deserved them. But it has 
not paid its dues to the world 
trading club in terms of opening 
up its market to the same extent 
as its trading partners have done. 
What can be done? Whit the 
new World Trade Organization 


forbids is unflateral action by any. 
member which feels aggrieved. 
Understandably so, because no 
one would condone a citizen say- 
ing to another. “Unless within 
seven days you cm down that tree 
which is overshadowing my back- 
yard, I'm going to storm in here 
with a shotgun.” For the citizen 
can go to court. 

Likewise the WTO, like GATT 
before it, prescribes a remedy. If 
any contracting party considers 
that the benefits it has secured in 
trade negotiations have been 
"nullified or impaired” by an- 
other, it can go to the other con- 
tracting parties and ask for au- 
thorization to withdraw certain 
concessions — in plain English, 
to put up its tariffs against what 
it considers the offending party. 

It is ironic that after having 
secured passage through Con- 
gress, against fierce opposition, of 
the legislation applying the re- 
sults of the Uruguay Round and 
establishing the WTO, one of the 
first acts of the Clinton adminis- 
tration should be to flout it But 
that is not the only irony. 

The problem in trade with Ja- 
pan is not simply an American 
one. Europe has the same prob- 
lem. But the European Union, in 
the words of a spokesman, is “re- 
maining impartial.” 

In 1982, the European Com- 
mission suggested to the Ameri- 
cans that they join Europe in go- 
ing to GATT to get Japan to open 


its market Tbe United States re- 
fused. It was not going to gang up 
against Japan. 

In vain we Europeans pointed 
out that we were not ganging up 
against anyone, but trying to en- 
sure that all members of the 
world trading club paid their 
dues. Now, 13 years later when 
the United Stales is taking action, 
Europe is twiddling its thumbs.' 

If the United States acts on its 
own, illegally, it will not only 
damage the authority erf the new- 
ly created WTO, it will alarm the 
booming economies of Southeast 
Asia on which America’s prosper- 
ity will increasingly depend — 
and which are also running in- 
creasing trade surpluses with iL 
Nor is zt certain that the United 
States, on its own, will succeed. 

But if the United States and 
Europe were jointly to take the 
legal route and put the matter 
before the WTO, asking for au- 
thority to act if Japan did not take 
far-reaching steps to open its 
market, then they would have 
widespread support and a fair 
chance of ending a standing irri- 
tant to the world trading system. 
Japan can withstand one country 
but not the world. 

And the U.S. administration 
would be able to demonstrate to 
Congress that the international

As we approach the turn of the 
century, the economic, environ- 
mental and political crises that 
many developing countries con- 
front have taken on an urgency 

and a magnitud e nn paralleled in

No one would attribute today’s 
problems solely to underdevelop- 
ment, but it is surely part of the 
disease. And development — sus- 
tainable, people-centered devel- 
opment — most always be part of 
the cure. Better to land develop- 
ment today than troops tomorrow. 

But isn’t trade, not aid, the an- 
swer? Can’t private investment 
replace development assistance? 
Won't sufficient privatization 
and macroeconomic adjustment 
do the trick? Of course, each is 
important, indeed cssentiaL But, 
while necessary, these measures' 
by themselves are no panacea for 
the developing world. 

Consider that 75 p ercen t of di- 
rect foreign investment in the de- 
veloping world goes to fewer than 
a dozen countries, just 6 percent 
goes to Africa, and 2 percent to the 
least developed countries. There is 
no correlation between need and 
direct foreign investment 

The recent GATT agreements 
are expected to benefit modi of 
the developing world to only a 
limited degree, and Africa not at 
afl. (Prefimmary projections indi- 
cate that the new trade agree- 
ments win not reduce African 
poverty.) Meanwhile, the debt 
burden facing the developing 
world continues to mount, now 
reaching $1.9 trillion. Sub-Saha- 
ran African debt payments are 
larger than that region's expendi- 
tures on health and education. 

These and other challenges will 
not be met without continued in- 
ternational cooperation for devel- 
opment sad without new and ad- 
ditional resources for development 
assistance — a fact recognized by 
essentially all governments at both 
the earth summit in 1992 and the 
social s ummit this year. 

In many ways the past is a poor 
model A new framework for de- 
velopment cooperation is needed 
in order to broaden cooperation 
— to look beyond financial aid 
and to indude trade, debt man- 
agement, private investment and 
capital flows, access to techno- 
logy, reduced military expendi- 
tures. These elements must all be 
made supportive of a more equi- 
table and sustainable world, not 
inimical toil.

Out of Black Shoelaces and Doing Fine 


N EW HAVEN. Connecticut — When 
a few years ago 1 moved from Eng- 
land back to the United States, ray 
daughter Christina moved by necessity 
(she was fourteen » from London's Grey 
Coal Hospital to HSC in New Haven (on 
the Atlantic, seventy miles north of New 
York). Grey Coat Hospital is not a hospi- 
tal but a school, and HSC stands for 
High School in the Community. 

Christina's move was more drastic 
than mine. I was just a writer moving

from one quiet bouse in Westminster to 
anotiier quiet house in New Haven. 
Christina moved from an English state 
school to an American state school, 
a jump of half a century. 

Grey Coat is a junior high school plus 
high school (lower school and upper 
school in British parlance), founded in 
the 17th century by London merchants 
for their daughters. The upper school is 
boused in a lovely low-slung building, 
looking like a Stately Home, not far from 
Parliament; the portraits of the founders, 
with testimonies in Latin to their civic- 
mindedness, adorn the large entrance 
hall. The school has a tie with the Church 
of England which manifests itself by the 
fact mat solemn school functions take 
place in no less exalted a setting than 
Westminster Abbey. It is. none the less, 
an ordinary, free, state school. 

Grey Coat tries to hold on to the rules 


of discipline as lastly formulated by the 
school governors in 1946. “A huge strain 
is placed on (the schools in Britain]” its 
deputy headmistress once wrote me. “By 
a basic dishonesty . . . teachers are ex- 
pected to applaud and uphold rules and 
attitudes ... which society quite obvi- 
ously is abandoning.” 

Its students wear the school uniform, 
but this is less a sign of undemocratic 
snobbery as I. an American, originally 
suspected, than an effort to eliminate 
jealousies and competition in dress be- 
tween the daughters of the well-to-do 
and of the less well-to-do. The uniform 
can be bought only at Peter Jones, a 
department store on the King's Road, 
and it consists of a grey jacket (always to 
be worn when outside, never to be worn 
when inside), grey skirt, patterned 
blouse, and black or brown shoes. 

My first experience as a parent with 
the sdbool was when Christina could not 
enter her class because her shoes had 
multi-colored shoelaces with the legend 
“I love Australia.” The deputy headmis- 
tress gave her a pound note (as a loan, she 
stressed) and sent her to Peter Jones to 
buy black shoelaces. 

From this Westminster Abbey/black 
shoelaces environment, then, Christina 
was dropped into New Haven’s High 
School in Lhe Community, which was 
founded by a group of 'independent- 


minded teachers in the 1960s, but has 
long since been taken in by the school 
system. HSC had as its main principle 
ihai everyone gets (another) chance 
there, including those kids who have 
already a police record of drug dealing 
or other brushes with the law. (In this it 
is not very different anymore from our 
other schools here, and scholastically its 
reputation is tops.) 

At HSC the kids dress in whatever 
way they want, makeup and jeweliy 
(banned at Grey Coat) abound, and one 
of Christina’s friends in her first year 
was a barely fifteen-year-old mother. 
Teachers are called by their first name. 
If you have an urgent reason for leaving 
a classroom, you leave. 

My story has no climactic bottom 
line, and that is precisely its moral. 
Christina took the fifty-year jump in her 
stride. HSC’s sex education class creat- 
ed no commotion and it appeared that 
she had learned as much about the facts 
of life in the stately halls of Grey Coat 
as her peers in tee more dangerous 
streets of New Haven. She didn't get 
carried away by tee freedom to use 
makeup, and tee teen mother did not 
lead her along any primrose paths. 

As in London, there were teachers who 
inspired her and her classmates with an 
urge to read and discover, and others 
whose dead hand killed tee joy of learn- 
ing. What I learned from it was, don't 
underestimate your children.

L ONDON — Performance artist 
and moviemaker Annie Griffin 
was having a run of bad luck. She 
couldn't get on stage and couldn't 
get her work on film. 

It got her thinking about luck. 

“All art is a bit of a gamble anyway. I’d 
never really thought much about gambling 
before. It sounded dangerous and kind of 
sexy,” says Griffin, who had come from 
Buffalo. New York, to try her luck in 
London. 

At that time, the British were gearing up 
for a new kind of gamble, a National Lot- 
tery. She began to wonder if she could take 
a hand herself. 

The result of her gamble is “The Art 
Casino.” She describes the event, which 
will be held at the Barbican Art Gallery over 
the weekend, as a place for artists and gam- 
blers to explore their connections. All kinds 
of gambling devices will be on show for the 
public to play — roulette, slot machines, 
horse-racing — though not for money. 

Works on risk and gambling include a 
video film shot at the race track, where 
actress Tilda Swim on spent £1,000 of Arts 
Council funding playing the horses; slot 
machines, which instead of the conven- 
tional three cherries on the reels, show 
amusing symbols like babies or bottoms: 
and an automaton named “It’s a mug's 
game," which takes the punter’s coin on 
outstretched palm and simply delivers a 
printed card saying “Thank you.” 

Amid the fun items there will be a va- 
riety of specially commissioned works 
from artists who have been moved to think 
about gambling. 

The show is well timed because gam- 
bling fever has seized the British. The na-

Naples the Eternal: 
Glory, Folly and Hype

N APLES — “Jerseys. Jerseys. 

Lacoste Jerseys,” chants the 
contraband merchant, perched 
like a precarious, tobacco- 
stained leprechaun on the sea wall above 
the Bay of Naples.

All this in a 
country where the long-established principle 
of gaming legislation, which can be traced 
back to the time of Henry Vm, was that 
gambling should be allowed, very sparingly, 
only to meet “unstimulated demand”

veying “The Art Casino” installations. 
“The element of play, the element of 
chance, taking risks, full-time participants 
nor having a secure income, the faith that 
you can beat the odds and make a living at 
it." Now it looks as if the future of art 


funding in Britain will depend on the lottery. 
About a quarter of the money raised is going 
to “good causes,” led by the aits. Indeed, so 
much money is being raised that the or- 
ganizers say it will be difficult to find suf- 
ficient worthwhile projects to spend the 
money on. 

After “The .An Casino.’ ’ Griffin plans a 
documentary, titled “Was She There?” 
about herself, she says, and a film for 
television about cheerleaders. For this 
artist, gambling has paid off.

Under Bassotino’s direction, the city 
center and its monuments were paved, 
propped up, and polished in preparation for 
the arrival of Bill Clinton and other leaders. 
Like countless visitors before them, rang- 
ing from Virgil to Goethe to Oscar Wilde, 
the leaders were bewitched. 

A pity tbai the G-7 does not happen 
every year here. Walking in the crowded 
Monte Calvario quarter, beneath the end- 
less rows of garment-strewn clotheslines 
that transform these crowded sunless al- 
leys into a hanging textile garden, one still 
looks anxiously over one*s shoulder and 
clutches one's bag or purse each time a 


well-entrenched branch of the Maua, a 
second state that feeds ofT the official state, 
and exacts a tax on Neapolitan businesses, 
restaurants, and homeowners. There also is 
an unemployment rate that is one of Italy’s 
highest. 

Still, die animated and a^De Neapofeans 
survive as masters in . “ l arte ch arran- 
giarsi." the art of getting by. 

“Bassolino has done what he can,’’ says 
Marta, who with her son runs a small, 
unpretentious bar just off die elegant Riv- 
iera di Chiaxa, not far from the well-guard- 
ed American Consulate. “But he can’t 
change the Neapolitans. It's very hud to do 
anything honest in Naples. Still. I am glad 
when people come to our dty: I am glad if 
they lflce it here.”

Crimson Tide

The planet is on the brink again 
with this big, boastful, ear-split- 
ting submarine movie with a 
bad case of Clancy envy. Tor- 
pedoes are strategically poised. 
Beads of sweat glimmer in 
close-up. An opening title an- 
nounces that Frank Ramsey 
(Gene Hackman), the captain of 
a nuclear weapon-bearing ves- 
sel like this, the U.S.S. Alaba- 
ma, is one of the three most 
powerful men in the world. The 
latest techno-pop plaything 
from Tony Scott (“Top Gun,” 
"Days of Thunder”) and the 
Simpson-Bruckheimer produc- 
ing team. “Crimson Tide” 
greets the Captain’s overween- 


ing machismo with thinly 
veiled admiration. Sure, blow- 
ing up tiie world would be ex- 
cessive. but isn’t the chance of 
annihilation a big draw for sum- 
mer movie audiences? Isn't 
there something awfully satis- 
fying about the throbbing mis- 
siles and cathartic explosions 
that constitute this film’s main 
excitement? Maybe so, but 
nothing else here delivers a 
comparable thrill. There’s no 
good reason for the overall film, 
beyond the wish to create a 
summer vehicle for two big 
stars and remake “The Caine 
Mutiny” at a sound level so 
thunderous it shakes your hair. 
For all its surface bravado, the 
film lacks the guts to make 
Ramsey an interesting figure.

Cypress Hill and many others. 
The plot centers on Craig’s 
friend Smokey (the comedian 
Chris Tucken. who in another 
era would seem like a refugee 
from a Cheech and Chong 
movie. Smokey un apologeti- 
cally smokes marijuana all day, 
and after much urging gets the 
usually sober Craig high 
too .The film’s weakness is 
Tucker, whose exaggerated ex- 
pressions and line readings be- 
come annoying. The friends 
spend the day trying to scrape 
together or steal the $200 that 
Smoke} 1 owes a drug dealer 
called Big Worm, a bulky guy 
who wears a headful of pastel 
blue hair curlers. They also run 
from the neighborhood bully 
and hide from drive-by shoot- 
ers. Obviously, there isn't much 
legal activity in “Friday,” and 
that no-nonsense attitude sets it 
apart from preachy movies 
about neighborhoods like this. 
Craig's father offers his son the 
film's moral message: fighting 


with your fists makes you a 
man. It’s better than guns and 
you don’t get killed in the pro- 
cess. There is hard-core prag- 
matism behind this idea; it is 
also a cynical and exploitive 
basis for a film. “Friday” may 
touch its young target audience. 
For everyone else, it is more 
intriguing as a social problem 
than a movie.

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Chrysler 
Raises Its 
Dividend

Corp. on Thursday raised its 
quarterly dividend by 25 per- 
cent, throwing up a roadblock 

r ’ost Kirk Kerkorian's h os- 
takeover bid, which many 
Wall Street analysts said had 
run out of gas anyway. 

Robert J. Eaton, Chiysler’s 
chairman, also said Chrysler had 
bought back $490 million of its 
own stock since January and 
planned to complete the repur- 
chase of a total of $1 billion in 
stock by the end of the year. 

The quarterly dividend was 
raised to 50 cents from 40 cents. 

Mr. Kexkorian, a billionaire 
Las Vegas investor, has a 10 per- 
cent stake in Chrysler through 
Tradnda Corp„ his investment 
company. As Chrysler became 
the most profitable of Detroit's 
automakers, he demanded a 
larger payout to stockholders, 
but Mr. Eaton argued that the 
company needed to keep a cash 
cushion of $7.5 biHion. 

Tradnda said the dividend 
increase “does not even begin to 
address the fundamental issue 
of substantially increasing val- 
ue for all Chrysler shareholders. 

Mr. Kerkorian, 77, respond- 
ed on April 12 with a $22.8 
billion bid to buy the company, 
proposing to finance it in pan 
by using Chrysler's own cash. 
Rot he has been unable to raise 
money for the rest 
Chrysler shares fell 37 JS cents 
in late trading, to $43,375. 

John Casesa of Wertheim 
Schroder & Co. said the drop 
reflected disappointment that 
the payout was not larger. 

But Seth Glickenhaus, presi- 
dent of an investment company 
that controls 5 J million Chrys- 
ler shares, called the dividend 
increase “magnificent.” 

Was this the end of Mr. Ker- 
korian’s bid? “No, he never 
started,” Mr. Glickenhaus said. 


Computer Selling 
And Trade News 
Batter the Dow

NEW YORK — Many 
U.S. stocks plunged Thurs- 
day after a computer-guided 
sell order buffeted the mar- 
ket late in the session caus- 
ing the Dow Jones industrial 
average to post its biggest 
one-day loss in almost six 
months. 

The trading, lied partly to 
the Friday expiration of 
May options on stock index- 
es and individual stocks, 
knocked 34 points off the 
Dow industrials. The aver- 
age plummeted 8 1 .96 poin ts, 
to 4,340.64, its largest daily 
decline since a 9 1.5 2 -point 
plunge on Nov. 22. 

Before the computer or- 
der sent the market plung- 
ing, it had already been bat- 
ted about by news that the 
UK trade deficit with two 
key trading partners, Japan 
and Mexico, had widened in 
March, although the overall 
trade gap narrowed slightly. 

That news put jitters into 
the bond market, and by the 
end of the day. the yield on 
the 30-year Treasury bond 
had risen to 6.88 percent 
from 6.86 percem. 

The Commerce Depart- 
ment said Thursday that 
America's overall deficit de- 
clined to $9.12 billion, a 
small improvement of 0.4 
percent from the February 
deficit of $9.15 billion, and 
in line with expectations. 


However, America's defi- 
cit with Japan shot up 30 
percent, to 56.14 billion, 
close to the all-time high of 
S6.7 billion set last October. 
Japanese imports to the 
United Slates rose by 2 1 per- 
cent with one-fourth of the 
increase coming from autos 
and auto pans. 

America’s trade deficit 
with Mexico surged 36 per- 
cent, to a record SI. 71 bil- 
lion, in March as economic 
turmoil continued to turn 
what had been trade sur- 
pluses for the United States 
mto growing deficits. 

The overall improvement 
in America's trade in goods 
and services reflected the 
fact that U.S. exports 
climbed to a record $65.34 
billion as U.S. sales of com- 
puter chips, civilian aircraft 
and telecommunications 
equipment all showed sub- 
stantial gains. 

Imports of goods and ser- 
vices also set a record in 
March, rising at a slower

illion. The U.S. trade defi- 
cit is the difference between 
imports and exports. 

In the first three months 
of this year, America’s trade 
deficit was well on its way to 
a record, running at an an-

TOKYO — In an indication that it might be 
digging itself out from its fiasco in Hollywood, 
Sony Corp. said Thursday its movie division 
returned to profit in the most recent quarter. 

Sony Pictures Entertainment Inc., which had 
been losing money for several quarters because 
of box-office flops and cost overruns, made hit 
movies in the quarter ended March 31, including 
“Little Women" and “Legends of the Fall.” 

The movie division’s results also were helped 
by cost-cutting and by a nearly S3 billion write- 
off in the movie operations that was announced 
last November.

Why Equality Can’t Be the No. 1 Goal

W ashington — Equably 

sounds Kke a principle ev- 
eryone can support It is em- 
blazoned akmLgadeliberty 
and fraternity on the front of every 
French town hafl. It is enshrined in the 
Japanese Constitution and in the Ameri- 
can Declaration of Independence. 

So it is perhaps not surprising that a 
minor outcry greeted a report last month 
that the United Stales is the most un- 
equal (tf all the industrial countries, in 
terms of income and wealth. 

One anxious commentator saw the 
news as a blow to America’s “egalitarian” 
self-image, another as a sign that capital- 
ism itself might be heading far a crackjip. 

Both propositions are nonsense. The 
fact is that the other industrial countries, 
far from feeling smug about being more 
equal than the United States, are increas- 
ingly coming to realize that they must 
move in the American direction. 

The very notion of equality is ambigu- 
ous. Most people are in favor of equal 
rights and opportunities. But few would 
agree that everyone should be paid ex- 
actly the same whatever job they do, 
regardless of age, skill and experience. 

A social system that contained no fi- 
nancial incentives really would crack up 
— or be monstrously inefficient — like 

communism. . _ 

The real question is wbal degree or 
inequality is appropriate, and societies 
rain differ on the answer. In an interna- 


tional survey conducted in 1991, for ex- 
ample, nearly 60 percent of Spaniards said 
incomes should be made more equal, 
against only 29 percent of Americans. 

The answer can also change over time. 

Most people in industrial countries 
became used to greater equality of in- 
comes in the golden era of postwar eco- 
nomic growth that lasted until the 1973 
cal shoot. 

In those days the narrowing of the gap 
between rich and poor was a good thing. 
It helped to achieve the prime economic

goal, which was to revive demand after 
the ravages of the Great Depression and 
World War IL 

But what was economically appropri- 
ate in the 1950s and 1960s is not so 
today. Now the prune goal for industrial 
countries is to keep their populations 
employed in a global economy awash in 
cheap labor and new technology. Em- 
ployment has become more important 
than greater equality in stimulating eco- 
nomic growth. 


Indeed, one of the reasons the United 
States has kept its employment rate so 
much higher than those in European 
countries is precisely the greater inequal- 
ity of American incomes — or wage 
“flexibility” as economists prefer to call 
it. Economists, like politicians, are highly 
uncomfortable explicitly advocating 
greater inequality, even if they know it 
makes sense. 

Economically speaking, it is a question 
of incentives. Most Americans would 
prefer a low-paid job to none. In Europe, 
thanks to much higher social benefits, it 
is often better to have no job than a low- 
paid one. It is also a question of culture. 

Despite the temporary narrowing of the 
wealth gap in the 1950s and 1960s, the 
United States has never really been an 
egalitarian society. As President Ronald 
Reagan used to say, America is a country 
of opportunity, not of guarantee. One of 
its greatest folk heroes is Horatio Alger, 
the ultimate self-made man. 

In the 1991 survey, Americans said 
freedom was more important than equal- 
ity by a ratio of 3 to 1. In Japan, freedom 
won by only a small margin. 

But many Japanese now think they 
need more Ameri can-style individualism 
if they are to meet the economic chal- 
lenges ahead. Europeans are increasingly 
aware that they must prune their costly 
welfare systems, inevitably creating 
more inequality.

Semi- 
conductor companies are unable to make 
enough chips to go around because their 
industry, accustomed to a boom-and-busi 
business cycle, is now struggling to keep up 
with a cultural shift toward electronics, led 


by unexpectedly strong demand for PCs. 

Only the timidity of the chip makers in 
committing the vast amount of capital 
needed to build chip factories, which cost 
about $1 billion cadi, seems Hkely to limit 
the growth of the industry. 

At Dataquest's annual European semi- 
conductor conference Thursday, many of 
the speakers revised upward their esti- 
mates for 1995 sales, which no longer 
matched presentations they bad prepared 
a few weeks ago. Their numbers echoed a 
rally Wednesday in shares of U.S. compa- 
nies that make equipment used to make 
computer chips. 

The catalyst on Wednesday was a bet- 
ter- Lhan-expected earnings report by Ap- 
plied Materials Inc., which said its second- 
quarter profit rose 70 percent as sales were 
up 64 percent Its stock rose 51 1.516, to 
$80,266, on the news. The advance also 
followed a prediction late Tuesday from 
the Semiconductor Industry Association 
that the global market for chips would 


expand 40 percent this year, to $142.3 
billion. 


At the Dataquest conference, Daniel L. 
Kies ken, a managing director of the San 
Francisco-based investment firm Robert- 
son, Stephens & Co., predicted that by 
2005, the world market for chips would 
total 5700 billion. 

While the insatiable computer market is 
helping the chip industry shift away from 
its former cyclical nature, new industries, 
such as mobile telephony and automotive 
electronics, are providing new outlets. 
Alain Duthedl, a vice president of SGS- 
Thomson Microelectronics BY, the 
French- Italian venture, said that half of 
the current chip market is for applications 
that did not exist 20 years ago. 

Despite the sparkling outlook for the 
industry, the massive amount of capital 
required to build new plants is a limiting 
factor.

It also underscored how 
the common Japanese prac- 
tice of officials and execu- 
tives resigning to accept re- 
sponsibility for wrongdoings 
is often more a charade than 
a sacrifice. Given the title of 


“adviser.” many fallen exec- 
utives simply go about their 
business as usual. 

“Nothing had changed ex- 
cept the titles on the door.” 
said Alicia Ogawa. a finan- 
cial analyst at Salomon 
Brothers Inc. “They contin- 
ued to wield the same influ- 


A Nomura spokesman

TAIYUAN, China — Zhnn g Guiqiiie 
and Sun Csiyun both broke the world 
record for the women's pole vault Thurs- 
day at the nation «T athl<rt ic $ champio n- 


Each cleared the bar at 4.08 meters (23 
feet, 4 Vi inches), the 18-year-old Zhong on 
her first try at the charnpionnhipi here in 
the capital of the northern province of 
Sham. Sun made it on her second try, 
then failed in an attempt at 4.15 meters. • 

They broke two records that are still 
pending ra tificati on by the Inte rnational 
Amateur Athletic Federation in Monaco, 
thc4.06-mcter vault by Sim in March and 
the 4.07-meter effort that her teammate, 
Cai Wayan, recorded earlier this month. 

Earlier Thursday, the China Sports Dai- 
ly reported that the IAAF had carried out 
unannounced drug tests on five top Chi- 
nese women athletes at the championships, 
among them the pofo-vanlter CaL 
. It said the others were triple jumper Ren 
Rnipiog, the bronze medalist in the world 
indoor championships in Barcelona in 
March; long jumper Yao Wefli. who won 


the Asian Gaines gold medal last October 
with an event record 6.9 1 -meter leap, and 
Sm Xmmei, who won die shotput in Hiro- 
shima. 

A second shotputter, Zhan g Liiihnng 
was also tested, the paper aid. 

The tests were conducted by two offi- 
cials of the IAAFs anti-drug commission. 
Nils lindstedt and Petra Lodstedt, who 
would take the urine samples to Sweden 
for analysis. It was the ninth time this year 
that Chinese athletes had been give unan- 
nounced tests, the newspaper said. 

The championships, which began 
Wednesday, will serve as a national trial 
for the world championships in August in 
Gothenburg, Sweden. 

Chinese authorities pledged to damp 
down on drug use after II athletes, seven 
of them swimmers, tested positive at the 
games in Hiroshima. Officials of the Pan 
Pacific Swim Championships later barred 
the Chinese team ham competing in At- 
lanta this August. 

-Bering has admitted that drugs are a 
problem in Chinese sports. Bat National 
Olympic Committee officials insist that 


only a tiny fraction of their athletes are 
involved and that the positive tests should 
not overshadow the country’s recent sport- 
ing achievements. 

• World and Olympic 100-meter cham- 
pion Linford Christie will race a g ainst 
world record bolder Leroy Burrdl, double 
Olympic sprint champion Carl Lewis and 
Dennis Mitchell in Moscow in September, 
meet officials said Thursday.

N EW YORK — It is com- 
mencement season. Last 
winter I foolishly agreed to 
make a commencement speech. 
Winter is when they get you for 
commencement speeches. In 
winter it's turd to believe in 
commencement Winter is not a 
commencing time of year. In a 
good old Middle Atlantic winter 
it is only natural to believe noth- 
ing will ever commence again. 

The hunters who go after 
commencement speakers know 
this. So they strike in winter. The 
phone rings. Will you come in 
faraway May and make a com- 
mencement speech? 

The honor is almost irre- 
sistible. And since May will 
probably never come, it’s un- 
likely a speech will actually 
have to be given. Even if May 
should come, in the meantime 
you might get lucky and die and 
not have to make the speech. 

□ 

AU this I know from long 
experience. Many times have I 
agreed in dead of winter to make 
commencement speeches. So 
far I have yet to get lucky and die 
before time to make the speech. 

Once again May has, in fact, 
come. What is to be said to 
American youth this year as it 
goes forth into the world? 

At the start of my commence- 
ment-speech career I labored un- 
der the influence of General 
George Marshall, who took the 
occasion of a Harvard com- 
mencement to propose the Mar- 
shall Plan for the rebuilding of 
Europe. Unqualified to propose 
plans for rebuilding other con- 
tinents dial were in bad shape, I 
confined myself to calls for die 
young to go forth into die world 
and serve their country as nobly 
as Marshall had. 

Then, went the peroration, 
each of them, too. might one 
day propose something as noble 


as the Marshall Plan. It was the 
poet Ezra Pound who put an end 
to this phase of my commence- 
ment career. He turned up with- 
out warning as an honored 
guest at a commencement I had 
promised to harangue at Hamil- 
ton College. 

What to do? There was no 
time to revise the speech, to say 
something that wouldn’t sound 
absurd to a man so finicky about 
words that he had edited T.S. 
Eliot for taste. I did what had to 
be done. I exhorted Ezra Pound 
to go forth and do good works. 

□ 

Several years passed before I 
could face the commencing 
public again. In that time the 
world had gone noticeably 
downhill. 

I resumed commencement 
speaking with a new theme. In- 
stead of urging commencers to 
go forth. I pleaded against it, 
begging them not to go forth 
into the world. It had once been 
a very good world, thanks to the 
genius, toil and magnificenr 
character of persons my age. 

Lately, however, it had be- 
come a highly unsatisfactory 
world, as an apparently endless 
stream of new generations went 
forth into it Since this constant 
going forth of commenced per- 
sons was making a terrible mess 
of the world. I begged them to 
stop going forth. 

Many heeded the plea and 
moved back in with mom and 
dad. This has earned me many 
cruel letters from moms and 
dads. The gist of these threats is 
drat unless I resume urging grad- 
uates to go forth I had better give 
up commencement speeches. 
This I am perfectly willing to do. 
1 never wanted to give com- 
mencement speeches to begin 
with, and never would if they 
didn't come after you in winter. 

Now here it is — May al- 
ready. and still alive. And not 
an idea in the world.

A Supreme Archivist Digs Into His Past

L EIPZIG, Germany — Otto L. 

Beftmann. also known as Che Pic- 
ture Man, stares out of the window in 
I he hometown he fled 60 years ago, 
having vowed never ro rentrn. 

Across the street soars the spire of 
the Thoraaskirche. the church where 
Johann Sebastian Bach served as choir 
director for 27 years. Around the cor- 
ner stands Auerbach’s Keller, the pub 
where Faust sold his sou! to 
Mephistopheles in Goethe's epic 19th- 
ceatuiy poem. Next door is the old 
laboraro/y of Wilhelm Rdmgen. the 
German physicist who won a 1901 
Nobel Prize for discovering X-rays. 

And everywhere in Leipzig are the 
ghostly images of Bertmann's youth: 
die leaiy park where he played as a boy; 
the fire station where horse-drawn 
pumpers once clattered into the street: 
the high-ceilinged suite where his fa- 
ther had a thriving medical practice. 

It’s enough to make even the most 
unsentimental man a bit weepy. But at 
age 91. Bettmann — who describes 
nostalgia as * “papier-mache history ster- 
ilized of all pain' ' — permits himself a 
single observation while surveying the 
scene from a fourth- floor room at No. 20 
Dittrichring, where the Bettmann family 
lived for more than 30 years. "This," he 
says softly, gazing into the middle dis- 
tance of the past, ‘ ‘ was my bedroom.' ’ 
In 1935, having been fired as a mu- 
seum curator during the Nazi purge of 
Jewish state employees, Bettmann 
sailed for New York. He took the 
clothes on his back, 10 marks in his 
pocket and two suitcases stuffed with 
old photographs deemed worthless by 
a German emigration inspector. 

From those suitcases emerged the

His timing was impeccable. He had 
arrived at the dawn of picture jour- 
nalism in the United States, when big 
glossy magazines such as Life and 
Look spawned both imitators and a 
demand for the kind of images 
Bettmann carried in those two suit- 
cases. By renting pictures on a one- 
tune-use basis, the Bettmann Archive 
became an enterprise whose inventory 
was never reduced by sales. 

Some photos in the collection would 
become instantly recognizable, such as 
the flaming crash of the Hindenburg 
zeppelin or President Harry S. Truman 
holding op a Chicago newspaper with a 


h eadline gnoclaiming bis election loss to 


Thomas E. Dewey. Other images were

has grown to more than 12 million 
items — “an invaluable, irreverent and 
original source of graphic materials 
that have rescued several generations 
of art directors, book publishers, en- 
cyclopedia compilers, T-shirt manu- 
facturers and cereal-box designers 
from creative gridlock," as The New 
York Times once proclaimed.' 

Along the way. Bettmann wrote a 
dozen books, made a major contri- 


bution to the development of both pic- 
ture journalism and America's infat- 
uation with images — and remained im 
placably hostile ro his native Germany. 
He rejected all invitations from various 
German governments — West, East 
and reunited — to return fora visit. 

But last week Bettmann came back, 
persuaded by friends that he should not 
go to his grave without seeing Leipzig 
again. The trip has been cathartic for the 
elfin figure *ith the Sigmund Freud 
beard. 

In 1915, when he was 12, Bettmann 
began rooting through his father's trash 
for discarded anatomical and medical 
illustrations. 

With a doctorate from the University 
of Leipzig and another degree as a mas- 
ter librarian, Bettmann was hired in 


Berlin as curator of rare books at the 
Prussian State Art Library. It was a 
perfect job for a young man who loved 
old books and old pictures, but it lasted 
only until the Nazis got around to purg- 
ing Jews from the civil service in 1933. 
Supported by his family in Leipzig, he 
bided his time for a couple of years, 
waiting for the country to come to its 
senses. 

By November 1935, even the op- 
timistic Bettmann could see that Hitler 
was not going to blow over. Persuaded 
to emigrate by relatives living abroad, he 
packed up his pictures and sailed away. 

“When I came down the gangplank 
in New York, I felt a certain fresh air that 
I have loved ever since;'' he recalls. 
"When the immigration official asked 
me what I did, I explained to him that I 


nary. 

“I took away the idea that even if you 
are not in the genius class, work con- 
quers all," be says. “You cannot be 
totally unsuccessful if you apply your 
self." 

Bettmann’s own stoty is entering its 
final chapters. Hrs mind remains spec- 
tacularly acute, but he moves with a 
slow shuffle — notwithstanding his dai- 
ly regimen of push-ups “till it hurts." 

His wife of 50 years died in 1988, 
seven years after Bettmann sold the 
archive to another German 6raigr£; it 
retains his name and spirit, though it 
has increased in size considerably and 
is now also a commercial outlet for two 


»e news agencies. 

iettmann has described his retire- 
ment in Florida as “a very pleasant 
hiatus between being and nothing- 
ness." In fact, he remains relentlessly 
busy. 

His book on the Gilded Age and the 
American cult of nostalgia, called 
‘ ‘The Good Old Days: They Were Ter- 
rible." re mains a cult classic and has 
reportedly sold 200,000 copies. His 
1993 autobiography, "Bettmann: The 
Picture Man," is a compelling tes- 
timonial to the American dream. His 
typed itinerary for this European tri 
includes a revealing last entry: “1 
May. Stan On Next Project."
